Former  Toronto  Student  Re- 
lates Exeeriencet  on  Hun- 
ger ^Me  In  Spain 

TORONTO.  Nov.  29  fl>.— Lying  on 
the  eonerete  floor  In  a  prison  in 

Barcelona,  William  Krehm,  the 
young  Toronto  revolutionary,  found 
there  was  no  feeling  of  hunger  after 

the  second  day  of  not  eating 

Krvhm.  twenty-four  years  old  and 
a  toi  iM'-r  student  at  the  University 
of  Toronto,  returned  home  today 
after  several  months  in  Spain, 
eleven  weeks  of  which  were  pavsed 
as  a  political  prisoner  In  Barcelona. 

Krehm  was  imprisoned  partly  be- 
cau.se.  alnnt{  with  other  foreign  ea- 
tremisu  and  anarchists,  he  jdaoed 
the  aeeoespllshment  of  the  sodal 
revolution  In  Spain  before  the  cavLse 
of  forming  a  united  front  again&t 
the  Inatu^ents. 

TWO  STRIKES 

After  he  was  In  jail,  he  particip- 
ated In  two  <oar*4a]r  hung^  strikes. 
The  first  was  to  support  a  demand 
that  hospital  treatment  be  given  a 
couple  of  comrades  who  were 
seriously  ill.  Hie  sseond  was  to 
foeoe  the  authorities  to  release  a 
German  and  an  Italian  revolu- 
tionary from  a  dungeon  in  which 
they  had  been  plaoed  on  suspicion 
of  a  plot  to  assa.sslnate  a  guard. 
Both  hunger  strikes  attained  their 
ends. 

Krehem  said  the  food  dished  out 
In  the  underground  prisons  of  Barce- 
lona Is  nothing  to  tickle  the  palate 
Whenever  you  felt  starved,  you 
thought  of  the  prison  fare  and  the 
ravlnff  for  food  almopt  vanished. 
ON  THE  FLOOR 

After  the  end  of  the  second  day 
without  eating,  the  hunger  strikers 
remained  lying  down  on  the  concrete 
floor  of  the  cells,  resisting  the 
admonitions  of  the  guards  that  they 
eat  their  food.  There  was  no  feeling 
of  hunger. 

"Your  mind  functions  with  great 
clarity  after  not  eating  for  a  oouple 
of  days."  Krehem  said.  "And  when 
you  fan  asleep  you  have  the  meat 
colorful  dream.s_fanta.stlc.  your  sub- 
conscious ihtnd  is  falling^  over  It- 
self.

propaganda.  In  this  Province  the  Cabinet  Min- 
isters have  established  along  distance  record  for 
absence  from  their  duties,  the  result  of  which 
ha.s  been  evidenced  by  the  belated  appearance  of 
the  most  important  governmental  legislation  of 
the  preeent  senlpn  of  the  Legislature.

If 
they  had  to  pay  direct  and  separate 
m  eash  they  would  soon  kick  agamst 
payhiK  Also  is  it  any  wonder  that 
the  retailer  is  sometimes  at  his  wits 
end  how  to  get  a  pvoAt.  as  what 
with  his  many  taxes,  including  8  per 
cent  on  his  rent  a.s  building  mate- 
rials, he  pays  sales  tax  likewLse.  He 
should  aglUte  to  Mtofi  these  Inltat- 
ing  taxes,  municipal  and  govern- 
ment. Then  look  at  the  Import 
duties  Imposed  by  the  Oovemment. 
All  these  the  public  pay  and  a  bit 
over  m  the  end.  I  am  afraid  the 
pubUe  are  too  careless  to  look  after 
their  own  uit<"re\t.s,  and  yet  com- 
plain at  the  high  prices  charged,  but 
alkm  themselves  to  be  taxed  upon 
every  mouthful  of  food  they  eat 
Don't  forget  the  remedy  Is  ii\  your 
own  lumds.  In  my  early  days  Brlt- 
Lsb  Liberals  advocated  a  free  break- 
fast table.  Rave  Liberals  degener- 
ated .Mrue  that,  time'  IV)  not  think 
itiat  I  write  Socialism.  Communism 
or  other  fancy  Isms  that  wouIO^^ly 
break  down  society  and  end  in 
famine.
